WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP) 
—King Saud has decided that the 
United States must give up its 
air base rights a year from now 
at strategic Dhahran air field on 
the Persian gulf coast of Saudi 
Arabia. 

The State Department, disclos- 
ing the decision last night, em- 
phasized that the United States 
intends to continue “close and 
friendly co-operation” with Saudi 
Arabia despite the setback. 

Officials conceded that the re- 
sult of the King’s decision will 
be to deny the United States the 
use of air facilities which could 
be of great military importance 
in event of a major international 
crisis. 


Closing of Dhahran to United 
States military flights will leave 
the big Wheelus Air Force Base 
in Libya as the main American

liam S. Ginn, highest-ranking 
of three General Electric Co. 
executives who recently served 
a jail sentence for illegal rigging 
of prices and bids, resigned from 
the company yesterday. 

In a letter, the $135,000-a-year 
vice president and general man- 


ager of the turbine division, told 
the company management: 


“It is my conclusion that cur- 
rent circumstances, and, in par- 
ticular, the relentless publicity 
involved (in Ginn’s conviction of 
anti-trust law violation and sen- 
tencing) has severely limited my 
efficiency in my recent position 
or any other management po- 
sition with the General Electric 
Co... . my responsibility to my 
family and myself have led me 
regretfully to the conclusion that 
I should establish my future 
business career elsewhere.” 


Ginn did not indicate what his 
business prospects were. 

Ginn, who was in charge of 
17,000 employes, was released 
from jail on March 9, after serv- 
ing 25 days of a 30-day sentence 
in Montgomery county prison, 
Norristown, Pa. Other General 
Electric executives who drew 
the same sentence and served 
the same amoNat of time at the 
prison were George E. Burens 
and Lewis J. Burger. 


They were individually con- 
victed of anti-trust law viola- 
tions. General Electric and 28 
other electrical companies were 
convicted on similar charges 
and fined heavily. 

General Electric said that it 
had no comment on whether Bur- 
ens and Burger were still em- 
ployed.

LONDON, March 17 (UPI) —

Such disarmament, they said, 
sheuld be rerulated so no one 
nation or bloc. will gain a tem-— 
perary advantage in weapons. | 
An “effective machinery of in- 
spection”’ must accomnany this 
disarmament, 
ters said. 

Additional Points. 

The communique meade these 
other points about disarmament: 

“All national armed forces 
and armaments must. be re- | 
duced to the levels agreed to 
be necessary for internal se- | 
curity. . 

“Once started, the process of 
disarmament should be con- 
tinued without interruption un- | 
til it is completed, subject to | 
verification at each stage that | 
al] parties are duly taking out | 
their undertakings. 

“The elimination of nuclear 
and conventional «armaments 
must be so phased that at no | 
stage will any country or 
group of countries obtain a 
significant military advantage. 


“In respect of gach phase, 
there should be established by 
agreement effective machinery 
of inspection which should 
come into operation simul- | 
taneously with the phase of 
disarmament to which it re- | 
lates. 


“Disarmament should be 
carried out as rapidly as pos- | 
sible in progressive stages | 
within specified periods of | 
time. | 
“At the appropriate stage, a | 
substantial and adequately | 
armed military force should be 
established, to prevent aggres- | 
sion and enforce observance 
of the disarmament agreement. 
An international authority 
should be created in associa- 
tidn with the United Nations to 
tentrol this force and to in- 
sure that it is not used for any 
purpose inconsistent with the 
charter.”’ 

For Talks at Once. 


The prime ministers suggested 
that the principal military pow- | 
ers resume direct negotiations 
without delay. They said ex- 
perts should start working on de- 
tailed inspection systems and a 
rapid agreement to permanent 
barring of nuclear weapons tests | 
should be sought. 


The prime ministers were re- 


ported backing British Prime 
Minister Macmillan in a demand 
that Communist China be in- | 
cluded in any future disarma- | 
ment talks.

WASHINGTON, March 17 
_(UPI)—This is the third birth- 
day anniversary of Vanguard I, 
the small satellite once derided 
by Soviet Premier Khruschev 
as “the grapefruit.” 

Vanguard I went into orbit on 
March 17, 1958. Weighing only 
34% pounds it was hardly com- 
parable with 184-pound Sputnik 
I and 1120-pound Sputnik II. 
Both had-preceded it into space. 

The Sputniks, however, have 
plunged to destruction in the 
earth’s atmosphere. 

Vanguard _I1 went into orbit 
with two tracking transmitters 
powered by solar cells. One is 
still going strong. Vanguard I 
circles the earth every 133.7 
minutes on a path 407 miles 
above the planet at-its closest 
point and 2438 miles at its most 
distant. It has gleaned more 
knowledge for science than 
many of the larger satellites 
which followed it into space.

Jennings Councilman John Mc- 
Daniel said today he hopes an 
ordinance setting up 4 merit 
system and a police personnel 
board for Jennings will be en- 
acted before the April 4 muni- 
cipal election, 

McDaniel said he will intro- 
duce the measure at the March 
77 council meeting, and he plans 
to give copies of it to other 
councilmen well in advance ol 
the meeting. 

McDaniei prepared the ordi- 
nance at the request of 12 of 
‘the city’s 17 full-time policemen. 
He said they charged that Jen- 
nings Police Chief John Obertz 
frequently has threatened to fire 
the entire department, has set 
up an unfair ‘“‘watch and report” 
system on officers, and has re- 
fused to permit appeals from his 
policies to the City Council. 

Obertz is a candidate for re- 
election April 4. He is opposed 
by Mike D. DeMariano, 8924 
Huiskamp avenue, Jennings, a 
builder. DeMariano was an un- 
successful candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for sher- 
iff of St. Louis county in the 
August, 1960, primary. 

Obertz today charged that 
McDaniel’s bill is a_ political 
move. “| don't know what the 
squabble is all about. If the 
council gives it (a merit system 
and police personnel board) to 
the officers, there’s nothing | 
can do about it,” he said. 

When asked to explain his 
remarks about politics, Obertz 
replied, “‘No. I’ve run this de- 
partment for-15 years in a nice, 
clean, little city. Why should 
this come up now?” 

‘No Politics In It.’ 

McDaniel told a reporter, ‘As 
far as I’m concerned, there is 
no politics in it. The police per- 
sonnel board as authorized by 
Missouri law will have two Dem- 
ocrats and two Republicans on 
it, 

‘My own personal election for 
councilman does not” come up 
until April, 1962,” he added. 

McDaniel said he does 
know DeMariano 
is not backing 
_Obertz.

Like most records, it could never 
have been achieved without the most painstaking 


effort.

HELL scientists are a competitive lot: 
S Their constant pursuit of top perform- 
ance has all. the elements of a race. 

Some years ago, an argument as to who 
could get the most miles out of a gallon of 
gasoline boiled up into a challenge. And 
Shell’s Mileage Marathon was born. 

Shell scientists have competed in this 
Mileage Marathon for several years. Not as 
a publicity stunt. But purely as a private 
contest of ingenuity. They use their own 
cars. Their own time. Their own money. 


Not for everyday use 


The best mileage recorded so far is a resound- 
ing 168 miles per gallon. 

Many of the things contestants did to 
push mileage up to this world record are 
positively not recommended for informal 
marathons on the public highway. But they 
do throw some light on what makes a little 
gasoline goa long way. Here are some details. 


Record-breaking car cost $35 


Shell’s record-breaking car was a highly 
modified 1924 2-passenger coupé (see cut). 
It was rescued from a junkyard for $35. 
The only rigid requirements that had to 
be met to qualify for the Mileage Marathon 
could be written on a book of matches. 


The car had to have four rubber-tired 
wheels. It had to weigh no less than 
2000 pounds. It had to have at least 100 
cu. in. piston displacement. And it had 
to use the same gasoline that. anybody 
could buy at a Shell service station, with 
no doctoring allowed. 


After that, no holds were barred. The car 
that won used a standard carburetor from 
an old one-cylinder engine. 


Tire pressures up to 110 pounds 


Some Marathon contestants inflated their 
tires as high as 110 pounds per square inch 
to reduce road-wheel friction. 

Such. crazy pressures would, of course, 
be quite unsafe under normal road condi- 
tions—and hideously. uncomfortable, too. 

But, under Shell’s carefully controlled 
Marathon safety rules; the only ill effects 


were a few rattled vertebrae, some broken 


springs and an embarrassing bruise or. two. 


Pressure problems for the champs 


Dave Berry and Fred Schuette, who eventu- 
ally set the existing record, had to be satisfied 
with something less spectacular in the tire 
pressure department. | 

Their 1924 car's beat-up tires couldn't 
possibly take more than 50 pounds. And, 
even then, they felt more solid than pnev- 
matic. But there was a helpful mileage divi- 
dend in the old, wood-spoked wheels. 

They took tires that were nearly a yard in 
diameter. This moved the car forward an 
extraordinary 914 feet at every revolution. 

What's more, these ancient tires were 
worn so smooth that road friction was cut 
to a minimum. Other competitors achieved a 
similar result by buffing off their treads, till 
only the slimmest strip touched the road. 


SAFETY NOTE FROM THE CHAMPS: Don't try 
buffing the tread off your own tires. You risk 
more than a puncture. It might mean a blow- 
out and a crash. 


Muffied radiator and no fan 


Many competitors went as far as to remove 
their engine's water pump and generator to 
save engine load. But Berry and Schuette 
grandly ignored this refinement. 

However, they did remove their cooling 
fan to save energy. And they did muffle 
their radiator completely to save heat. 

As anybody knows, all cars go better when 
properly warmed up. And, because our mile- 


age champs used an “engine-off, engine-on” 
g ps us _ eng , eng 


driving technique in the contest, they even 


designed a special exhaust-heated air duct 
that warmed the mixture as it was sucked 
into the carburetor. 

Incidentally, did’‘you know that fast 
warm-up is specially provided for in today’s 
Super Shell?

wear, many daring liberties were taken with 
lubrication systems. 

On the winning car—the transmission and 
wheel bearings were lubricated with light 
engine oil instead of with heavy oil and 
grease, to reduce drag. It worked. 

‘When the front wheels were jacked up 
and given an experimental push, they 
continued to spin for half an.hour!

Shell’s record was set in two trips over an 
11.94 mile course. The run was almost a 
walk. 

The winning car was accelerated to 20 
miles per hour, at which point the driver cut 
his engine and coasted in neutral. 

Only when the “speed” dropped below 
5 miles per hour was the engine restarted 
and the cycle repeated. All acceleration was 
done in high gear and at nearly full throttle. 
There was little choice. All other gears were 
removed prior to the contest. 


Serious—or scientific fun? 


You alteady know the result of all this eccef- 
tric tinkering and mad-hatter driving. 

But, since “on-and-off” driving is illegal 
on the public road—and since most Mara- 
thon modifications are positively dangetous 
for normal use—you may bé wondering if 
Shell’s Mileage Marathon has any point.

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20-Nation Economic Treaty 


Ratified by Senate, 72 to 18 


WASHINGTON, March,17 (AP) 
—The Senate approved yester- 
day United States membership 
*» the Organization for Eco- 
nomic Co-operation and Devel- 
opment as a step toward closer 
economic co-ordination among 
North Atlantic nations. 


The vote was 72 to 18, far 
more than the two-thirds neces- 
sary to gain the Senate’s ap- 
. proval. 


Among those voting for rati- 
fication. were Democrats Stuart 
» Symington and Edward V. Long 
of Missouri and Paul Douglas of 
Illinois and Republican Everett 
Dirksen of Illinois. 


The Senate ratified the treaty 
after 90 minutes of debate in 
‘ which members were assured 
. that it would not in any way 
* reduce current powers of Con- 
gress to regulate tariffs and 
taxes. 


The’ Senate brushed aside an 
argument by Senator Strom 


. Thurmond (Dem.), South Caro-

lina, that the treaty contains in- 
herent dangers of excessive use 
of existing powers the Depart- 
ment of State might claim. 

Senator Olin D. Johnston 
(Dem.), South Carolina, also op- 
posing ratification predicted ‘‘a 
vast spider web of international 
agencies” would rise out of the 
new organization. 

The big majority went along 
with the treaty’s goal of re- 
ducing tariff discriminations 
against the United States, co- 
ordinating economic and trade 
policies of 20 nations involved 
and pledging other industrialized 
nations to share a greater part 
of the United States burden of 
aic to underdeveloped nations. 

The treaty links the United 
States and Canada with the 
NATO nations and those of the 
Organization for European Eco- 
nomic Co-operation in a 20- 


/country agreement designed to: 


1. Achieve the highest sus- 
tainable economic growth and 
employment among member 


countries through consultation 
and co-operation. 

2. Contribute to sound eco- 
nomic expansion of underde- 
veloped countries. 

3. Work for the expansion 
of world trade on, a miulti- 
lateral, non - discriminatory 
basis. 

The treaty was submitted to 
the Senate by former President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. It had 
the strong support of President 
Kennedy. 

A treaty with Canada for the 
co-operative development and 
sharing of Columbia river basin 
water resources was ratified 
also by the Senate yesterday. 

Approval was voted 90. to I, 
with Senator Wallace F. Bennett, 
(Rep.), Utah, casting the only 
negative vote. 

The treaty was signed Jan. 17 
by former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and Canadian Prime 
Minister Diefenbaker. It still 
needs ratification by the Ca- 
nadian Parliament to go into 
effect.

Contract construction payrolls 
fell by nearly $500,000,000 in an- 
nual rate as employment in the 
building industry was reduced 
substantially, even after allowing 
for seasonal variation, Yester- 
day, however, it was announced 
that one important segment of 
the construction industry, private 
residential housing, achieved a 
7 per cent gain in February from 
the depressed rate of January. 

The Government’s report 
showed that personal income in 
January was about $300,000,000 
higher than estimated in prelimi- 
nary figures.. previously an- 
nounced. The rate was $406,600,- 
000,000. 

This meant that the decline 
from December’s $406,900,000,000 
rate was only half as severe as 
had beer believed previously, 
and meant that over-all incomes 
declined more rapidly in Febru- 
ary than in January.

(AP) — The United States has 
stepped up its military aid to 
the pro-Western Laotian govern- 
ment’s army to meet the new 
threat of the Soviet-supplied 
Pathet Lao Rebels, a reliable 
source reported today. 

This source said the United 
States is sending more rifles and 


ammunition than previously, as 
well as more shoes, uniform?

Windfall in Bayless 


Once again the voters of the Bay- 
less School District are being asked 
to approve a tax increase. 

The Board has announced a 25- 
cent increase in taxes will be sought 
in the April election. This seemingly 
is a modest increase but analysis 
indicates the real increase over the 
past voter-approved tax rate is 41 
cents, not 25 cents as the Bayless 
Board would have the voters be- 
lieve. 

To substantiate the above con- 
sider that in the April 1960 election 
the Board asked for a $3.10 rate 
to cover the budgetary require- 
ments for the 1960-1961 school year. 
At that time the assessed value of 
the district was $19,219,040. The 
total tax money anticipated from 
this source was $595,790. 

Prior to that election the Bayless 
Board pledged to adjust the $3.10 
rate downward “‘to cover budgetary 
requirements” at such time as the 
reassessment was completed in the 
district and new totals determined. 

Did the Board keep this pledge? 
The answer is No. They set the 
rate at $2.75 on a revised total as- 
sessment of $23,047,050 and realized 
revenues of $633,794 which is $38,004 
more than the announced budgetary 
requirement, ‘ It would be interest- 
ing to know how this windfall was 
applied. 

The proposed tax rate of $3 for 
the school year 1961-1962 applied to 
the total assessed value of $23,047,- 
will yield $691,412. This is $95,622 
more than apparently was needed 
for the present school year, This 
represents a 16 per cent increase 
in the tax load.

By the solidly satisfying vote of 63 to 27, 
the Senate has passed the aid bill for dis- 
tressed areas. Since it seems probable that 
the House also will adopt the measure—with 
reasonable promptness and without serious 
change—this must have pleased President 
Kennedy, and it must have been even more 
gratifying to Senator Douglas of Illinois. 

While not strictly an anti-recession meas- 
ure, the bill is part of the President’s general 
program for the improvement of the na- 
tional economy. Its adoption suggests that 
Congress—perhaps after a glance at the polls 
—has concluded that the public wants what 
the President wants. 

It is the fourth such measure sponsored by 
Senator Douglas. Two were vetoed by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. Now the Senator may an- 
ticipate success in his campaign to open “the 
gates of mercy” for the victims of what lately 
has come to be called structural unemploy- 
ment. And high time.

It hardly is necessary to look beyond the 
St. Louis area to realize the urgency of pro- 
viding new opportunities where old-line in- 
dustries have withered. In the Herrin-Mur- 
physboro-Frankfort coal region of southern 
Illinois unemployment passed 14 per cent 
last summer. In the lead mining district ad- 
jacent to St. Louis the rate is about as high.

Help will take the form, primarily, of long- 
term federal loans for new plants and pub- 
lic facilities which will attract plants.

The Appointed Assessor 


The appointment of Frank J. Antonio as 
assessor in St. Louis county’s new Depart- 
ment of Revenue deserves to be considered 
acceptable until proved otherwise. It was 
made under merit-system procedures. The 
co-chairman of the citizens’ group that led 
in creating the new agency, Mrs. Lynn Wulf- 
ing, considers the choice “excellent.” 

State Representative Robert Young’s com- 
ment that the appointment was a “serious 
political blunder” only goes to show that 
Mr. Young, Democratic committeeman in Air- 
port township, still doesn’t understand what 
the department is all about or why the voters 
brought it into being. The people acted be- 
cause the patronage-hungry Democratic poli- 
ticians, principally Collector Ralph Devereaux, 
then the party’s county chairman, made a 
mess out of revenue collection. 

As to Mr. Young’s implied threat that the 
appointment will have an adverse effect on 
the county’s legislative program, the answer 
is it won’t if the Democrats are wise. The 
people are sick and tired of that kind of 
petty nonsense. State Senator John Johnson, 
current party leader in the county, says the 
appointment is acceptable te him. He seems to 
have read the election returns and, unlike 
Mr. Young, to understand that the people 
want service from the courthouse, not un- 
necessary bills for patronage. 

Former Assessor Kennedy had done a rea- 
sonably acceptable job under the old system, 
and no doubt would have continued to have 
done so had he been appointed. But Depart- 
ment Director James W. Hopkins chose Mr. 
Antonio, as he had a right to do under the 
merit system procedure. Mr. Antonio is re- 
sponsible to Mr. Hopkins and Mr. Hopkins in 
turn is responsible to Supervisor McNary. 
The Supervisor is accountable to the voters; 
in effect, Mr. McNary is in charge, and if 
things don’t work out all right he can expect 
the voters to let him know. 


The Indians in Africa 


United Nations. Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold badly needs the aid of Indian 
troops now moving to bolster U.N. military 
forces in The Congo, but there are risks 
involved. The Nepalese Gurkhas, vanguard 
of some 4700 Indian soldiers en route to 
Africa, are professional fighting men of the 
highest competence. Indian troops performed 
a difficult truce mission with distinction in 
Korea. Indian Prime Minister Nehru is a 
highly respected neutralist statesman. 

The difficulty, and it should not be over- 
emphasized, lies in the attitude of many 
Africans toward Indians. President Kasavubu 
of the newly-formed federation of Congo 
states told Mr. Hammarskjold the Indian rein- 
forcements constituted “unacceptable inter- 
ference” in The Congo’s internal affairs. In 
addition to the fact that the objectives of 
the U.N. and of the new federation are not 
the same, there is another factor. 

This was expressed earlier by Moise 
Tshombe, head of Katanga Province. In a 
speech to the Tananarive Conference he said: 
“It is curious that India, whose covetous gaze 
at Africa is well-known, has now placed her- 
self at the service of the United Nations’ 
colonialist policies.” Africans who have come 
in contact with “Bombay merchants” often 
resent the commercial acumen of millions of 
Indian settlers in Africa. Some suspect India 
of plans to urge its surplus population to 


, move to Africa. 


Regardless of whether there is inherent 
value in this attitude, the feeling obviously 
can be used against the Indians, and against 


the U.N., by African demagogues. Mr. Ham- 
marskjold has had so many frustrations in 
The Congo that it would be a pity if this 
became another burden. Doubtless he felt 
that the advantages of having this large con- 
tingent of crack troops outweighed the dis- 
advantages, and we hope this proves to be 
the case. 


Persuasion vs. Power 


President Kennedy takes a perfectly rea- 
sonable position when he expresses willing- 
ness to consider with Congress the constitu- 
tionality of loans to church schools or tax ex- 
emption for tuition payments to such schools 
—but renews his request that these matters 
be handled separately from his program of 
federal aid to public schools. 


There is so much reason for doubting the 
constitutionality of any method of using tax 
funds for the benefit of church schools that 
to attach such an amendment to the Admin- 
istration measure is almost sure to kill or 
tie up in litigation the whole program. And 
the need for that program has, in our opin- 
ion, been clearly established. 


A spokesman for the Roman Catholic hier- 
archy told Congress that a separate bill to 
aid parochial schools “wouldn’t have much 
of a chance,” and therefore he opposed the 
President’s suggestion. Congress is being 
asked, in other words, to adopt a measure 
it would not otherwise adopt as the price of 
passing the urgently needed general educa- 
tion program. 

Many pressure groups use such tactics, 
employing their political power to block gen- 
eral legislation unless it conforms to their 
particular desires, but the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy would be in a stronger position if 
it were willing to rest the case for parochial 
school subsidy on its own merits. To say that 
there shall be no aid for public schools unless 
parochial schools are also aided is to-rest the 
case on naked political power. 

Cardinal Spellman has suggested, as a pos- 
sible alternative to the loan program which 
President Kennedy believes to be unconsti- 
tutional, such measures as “tax benefits to 
parents, tuition subsidies and other forms of 
help, such as assistance for the non-religious 
aspects of those schools.” 

These certainly deserve to be carefully con- 
sidered by Congress. Certain forms of tax 
benefits, if applied to all parents irrespective 
of religion, might be both constitutional and 
desirable. For example, all parents might 
be permitted to deduct private school tuition 
payments from their Federal income tax lia- 
bility, just as they now deduct local school 
taxes. But any program under whatever le- 
gal formula which had the practical result 
of using tax funds collected from all the peo- 
ple to support the religion of some of the 
people would be, in our judgment, not only 
unconstitutional but socially undesirable. 


B genes in Bloom 


’ For the first time a bill for a June primary 


has passed through committee to reach the 
State Senate floor. Missourians may well won- 
der why it has taken this long to bring so logi- 
cal a proposal so short a legislative distance. 

The dog-days August primary occurs in a 
month that could not be better calculated for 
political apathy. It is hot. It is vacation 
time. The primary campaign has lagged 
through equally hot vacation months. As a 
result, state primaries attract notoriously lit- 
tle interest. In the old days of machine bosses, 
the August primary was made to order for 
machine control of the results. But in a day 
of few machines and largely ineffective 
bosses, even selfish reasons for the August 
primary have largely disappeared. 

Only eight other states still cling to Au- 
gust. Twenty-one states have turned to spring 
primaries, as proposed in the measure by 
Senator Johnson of Ellington and others. If 
Missouri will now join the roll, primary votes 
will bloom, we hope, with the June flowers.

It’s Evacua- 
tion Day there, since George Washington 
chose March 17 for bringing his guns up to 
Dorchester Heights and forcing Lord Howe 
to sail for Halifax even as St. Patrick chose 
the day—or so some do say—for driving the 
snakes out of Holy Ireland. But snakes or no 
snakes, they don’t close the taverns for the 
parade. In fact, certain dour, wrong-speak- 
ing belittlers have suggested that Boston pa- 
rades in platoons, the first platoon marching 
to the first tavern, another platoon marching 
to the next one and so on until every rising, 
young politician has had a chance to stand 
a round for the house. 

Now that’s the kind of parading that Mr. 
Behan would find euphorious while the Fifth 
Avenue pavement might give him only pains 
in the legs. But who are we to be doing a lot 
of sly and nefarious comparing on this glori- 
ous day on which every man bids every 
other man, whether or not he’s wearing the 
green, the top of the morning and stands him 
just a short one, mind you, as well? 


A New Tax Plan 


There is not much that Comptroller John 
H. Poelker can do about eliminating the per- 
sonal property tax, unpopular as it may be 
with him and most Missourians» The self- 
assessment which it demands leads too many 
taxpayers to the verge of perjury.

United Italy’s First 100 Years 


Unity Proclaimed March 17, 1861 Did Not Mean Nation

Contemporary Italy’s history puzzles 
us because it seems like an anticlimax. 
A hundred years ago the bulk of the 
country was united into the Kingdom 
of Italy; the hopes of Dante—the long- 
ings of seven centuries of Italians for 
unity and freedom—were apparently 
fulfilled. The tendency of foreigners 
was to close the book of Italian his- 
tory, as with the traditional last lines 
of a fairy tale: 
“They lived hap- 
pily ever after.” 

In fact, the coun-

of try’s confrontation - 


with its true prob- 
lems, the most 
significant phase of 
its modern history, 
had only begun. Two diverging lines 
of experience have shown how fragile 
was the apparent 
achieved in 1861. 

The Kingdom of Italy’ took Rome 
from the Pope by force; for two gen- 
erations Pius IX and his successors 
refused to accept the loss of their terri- 
torial dominion. The agreement of 
1929 between Mussolini: and Pope 
Pius XI apparently settled the Roman 
Question; by the statesmanlike com- 
promise of giving the Papacy terri- 
torial sovereignty over the few acres 
of Vatican City. 

In fact, it was Mussolini who made 
most of the concessions. In return 
for a renunciation by the Pope of 
territorial claims that had become 
totally anachronistic, the ruler of Italy 
granted nearly all the Church de- 
manded in respect to marriage law 
and a privileged educational position.

Two Historic Divisions 


The Church since 1929 has enjoyed 
no more favor from the Italian state 
—actually less—than it does in such 
profoundly Catholic countries as Ire- 
land or Portugal, But Italy differs 
from countries like these in two im- 
portant respects. 

First, as the seat of the Papacy, the 
Italian state is far more subject to 
direct Church pressure. Second, Italy 
is less Catholic than it appears. Be- 
sides its small minorities of Protes- 
tants and Jews, a vast percentage of 
its population — more particularly 
among urban workingmen and intellec- 
tuals—is only nominally Catholic. 

Hence it has been peculiarly difficult 
for Italy to find a satisfactory balance 
in Church-state relations. For the first 
generation of its history as a United 
Kingdom, anticlericals were in control, 
and their intemperate statements em- 
bittered a question that demanded a 
maximum of tact on both sides. In 
the generation that has passed since 
the settlement of 1929, clericalism has 
been in the ascendant. 

The second great split in contempo- 
rary Italian life has been between rich 
and poor—or, in geographical terms, 
between North. and South. The Risor- 
gibento, the movement of national re- 
generation that culminated in the unity 
of the country, was an affair of a 
privileged few. Not until 1913 were 
the Italians granted something ap- 
proaching universal manhood suffrage. 

Even in a technical sense, then, 
Italy has known political democracy 
for less than a half-century. _Of these 
five decades, two were passed under 
the Fascist dictatorship and another 
was occupied by the world wars. The 
first Italian experience with democ- 
racy was largely confined to the four 
years of postwar maladjustments and 
civil disorder from 1918 to 1922. The 
second experience began with the over- 


national unity 


throw of Mussolini in 1943 and has 
continued to the present day. 

Thus the poor of Italy have found 
reason to incline toward bitter social 
protest and extremist leadership. They 
have been skeptical of the ability of 
democratic politicians to alleviate their 
lot. It is natural that Italy should 
have produced the largest Communist 
party in the Western world. 

The central dilemma, then, of con- 
temporary Italy has been to find a 
regime that would bring these con- 
trasts these problems into harmony. 
A large order, certainly. It is no won- 
der that Italy has never found a re- 
gime with which the majority of its 
citizens have been satisfied. 

For the first half-century of United 
Italy’s existence the political regime 
was a liberal parliamentary monar- 
chy. It was liberal in the sense that 
the liberties of the citizen were guar- 
anteed by the law and the constitution, 
and parliamentary in that the essen- 
tials of power were in the hands of 
parliament and the ministry responsi- 
ble to it. But it was definitely not 


democratic. The suffrage was based | 


on property, and nearly all the work- 
ers and peasants were disfranchised. 


The second of the three regimes 
under which united Italy has lived ap- 
pears in retrospect a step backward 
from its parliamentary predecessor. 
But this is a verdict of hindsight. When 
Fascism was still untried, millions of 
Italians hoped that Mussolini would 
go beyond the accomplishments of the 
parliamentary monarchy. 

Their disappointment was cruel. The 
arbitrary acts of the Fascist dictator- 
ship proved to be a permanent abroga- 
tion of liberty. Mussolini’s social and 
economic enactments, far from helping 
the working classes, in practice 
strengthened the position of the rich 
against the poor. Above all, instead 
of restoring dignity to the nation 
through a vigorous assertion of its 
rights abroad, the foreign policy of 
Fascism proved the ruin of Italy. 


Modern Italy’s third regime —the 
government of Christian Democracy— 
was a direct outgrowth of the wartime 
Resistance. Its founder, Alcide de 
Gasperi, had been one of the chiefs 
of clandestine anti-Fascism, and his 
own convictions always remained true 
to the tradition of Italian democracy. 
In his leadership of a party that sought 
to combine democracy with an asser-

tion of Catholic values—and economic 
stability with moderate social reform 
~—De Gasperi gave Italy the most 
broadly based regime that it had yet 
known, and the one that came closest 
to associating the mass of the people 
in the process of government. 

Since his retirement, this third ef- 
fort to unite the Italians has shown 
its less attractive features. Its leader- 
ship has been unsure and has changed 
too often. 

Most dangerous of all, during the 
early months of last year the Prime 
Minister himself, Tambroni, quite 
openly sought the support of reaction- 
ary authoritarians, and his own ad- 
ministration began to take on an in- 
creasingly authoritarian character. 

Then came the popular demonstra- 
tions of July which toppled the Tam- 
broni government. These manifesta- 

tions were quite 

incorrectly report- 

ed in the Ameri- 

can press as pri- 

marily, or even 

exclusively, Com- 

munist.

Faced with the threat of a new au- 

thoritarianism of the right, the forces 

of Italian democracy closed ranks 
once again. 

The result was the formation of a 
more broadly based government and a 
restoration of democratic faith within 
Christian Democracy. More impor- 
tant than this, the events of last July 
revealed the danger of entrusting the 
exclusive direction of Italian de- 
mocracy to a single party. It drew 
attention to the necessity of a real 
electoral alternative. Fortunately, since 
1956 such an alternative has appeared 
in the decision of the Italian Socialists 
to break away from alliance with Com- 
munism. 


Twice in the past—in the period 
1918-22 and again from 1943 to 1945— 
Italy has had a chance to create a 
type of democracy that would give its 
poor and its dispossessed a sense of 
sharing in the national experience. 
Twice it has failed. Its third chance 
began last July.

Cleveland, once the Spiders, 
became the Blue Stockings, 
Blues,. Exiles, Bronchos and 
Naps before they were named 


the Indians. The Naps, an ab- 
brevation for Napoleon Lajoie, 
the great player manager, 
served proudly until Lajoie 
faded and the team faltered. 


Then the name became a 
handicap because writers be- 
gan calling the Cleveland 
Americans the Napkins be- 
cause “they fold so easily.”’ 


The Boston Red Sox, among 
others, were known as the 
Beaneaters, Pilgrims and Puri- 
tans, and the Braves, now at 
Milwaukee, were the Patriots, 
Doves, -Rustlers and Bean- 
towners. Remember. in the 
mid-30s when the management 
tried to make a bad team look 
good by changing the name? 

The Bees didn’t catch on 
for the Braves any better than 
the post-war effort. of the 
Phillies’ management to make 
the Philadelphia Nationals be 
accepted as the Blue Jays. 
Red Legs never did take hold, 
either, for the Reds, descend- 
ants of the original Cincinnati 
Red Stockings. 

At one time the Pirates were 
the Alleghenies, the Yankees 
the Highlanders, the Cubs the

By Country’s Realty Dealers 


What effect has the inaugura- 
tion of President John F. Ken- 
nedy had on the residential real 
estate market? 

The answer: There has been 
an upturn in activity, and a more 
active market can be expected in 
the months ahead. 


This is the opinion of nearly 
a thousand realtors just polled 


~ across the country by the nine 
' United States branch offices of 


Previews Inc. 


‘Real estate brokers are the 
first to notice market changes 
because they are face-to-face 
with buyers week in and week 
out. That's why we consider their 
optimistic report on the market 
significant,”’ said John C. Tysen, 
president of Previews. 


The vitality of the new admin- 
istration and general relief from 
pre-election political uncertain- 
ties were among the positive 
factors mentioned by the brok- 
ers as contributing to home 
buyers’ increasing interest and 
willingness to buy, Tysen re- 
ports. 

The most powerful force now 
influencing buyers, in the opin- 
jon of the brokers, was the pros- 
pect of inflation. One California 
broker commented, ‘‘So many of 
my customers feel that the dol- 
lar isn’t going to be worth any- 
thing any more, so they feel that 
they might as well get a good 
house.” 


Variety of Reasons. 


The brokers also attributed 
improved market activity to a 
variety of other reasons. Vernon 
Walsh of Brownsville, Tex., 
wrote: “The area is predom- 
inantly Democratic; they have 
confidence in a Democratic ad- 
ministration.” An Oklahoma 
broker, Jamie O'Neill, said, ‘‘the 
tension of the times is relieved. 
This, I believe, is the contribut- 
ing factor to a more active mar- 
ket—not which man was elected.” 

A suburban New York realty 
company expressed its feelings 
this way: “The fact that Ken- 
nedy has taken office has had 
no immediate effect on the mar- 
ket. We do feel, however, that 
the administration is committed 
to policies that will tend to 
bring continued inflation.” 

From Spring Lake, New Jer- 
sey, came this strong endorse- 
ment of the new administration’s 
effect on the market: “I’m 
flooded with many more inquires 
and much more interest in home 
buying—and I’m a Republican!” 

Down in the Washington-Mary- 
Jand-Virginia area, the scramble 
for housing that follows every 
major election in which the party 
in power changes, has stimulated

ton, which reports, ‘“‘We've had 
the biggest January in our 
seventy-three years,”’ speaks for 
a number of realtors in that 
area. 
Fear Is a Factor. 

In the few areas where a lag 
in buying activity was reported, 
the majority attributed the de- 
crease in sales to unemployment 
or the fear of it. 

Of the brokers who reported 
a change in the market, 96 per 
cent had either already experi- 
enced, or expected, greater ac- 
tivity. Only 4 per cent were of 
the opinion that the market had 
weakened in their area since the 
election. 

A sizable number of the brok- 
ers who were quizzed found little 
or no change in activity since 
the election. Another group indi- 
cated that it believed it was too 
soon to make a judgment about 
the coming real estate market. 
Forty-six per cent of the brok- 
ers who participated in the sur- 
vey either reported “‘no change,” 
or stated they wanted “to wait 
and see.” 

“Our own experience at Pre- 
views bears out the experience 
of brokers who reported a more 
active market," said Tysen. ‘In 
the few weeks that have passed 
since the inauguration of Presi- 
dent Kennedy, the number of 
buying inquiries coming in to 
our nine offices in this country 
have almost doubled. Almost all 
these inquiries are coming from 
serious buyers, not just hookers. 
If this trend continues; we antic- 
ipate that our own eales may 
very well top last year’s by a 
considerable amount; and last 
year was a good sales year for 
our Company.” 

Previews also asked brokers 
to comment on prospects for 
new housing and used houses in 
various price categories. A 
majority of the brokers were of 
the opinion that the price of new 
houses would rise, primarily due 
to increasing labor costs. They 
voted about three to two in favor 
of a more active market this 
year for new development 
houses. There was a vocal mi- 
nority who believe that the 
higher building costs which they 
expected might slow gales down 
a bit. 

Used House Market. 


The poll left no doubts as to 
how the brokers felt about the 
used house market in the year 
ahead. They expect more activ- 
ity, particularly in the lower and 
medium-priced brackets. Sixty- 
eight per cent of the brokers in- 
dicated that they expected a 
more active market in used 
houses priced under $25,000 and 
$45,000. Again, they voted about 
three to two that the market in 
used houses priced at over 
$45,000 would be more active 
than in the past year.

REPUBLICAN SAYS KENNEDY 
INCREASES CENSORSES 


SAN DIEGO, Calif., March 17 
(AP)—Herbert G. Klein, press 
secretary to Richard M. Nixon 
in the 1960 presidential cam- 
paign, says the Kennedy admin-. 
istration is increasing news cen- 
sorship. 

Klein told the San Diego chap- 
ter of the Sigma Delta Chi jour- 
nalism fraternity last night that 
the administration “has taken 
bold steps during its first days in 
office to institute tighter censor- 
ship over the news.” If the trend 
continues, he said, ‘“‘much trou- 
ble lies ahead unless newsmen 
act soon to counteract this.” 

Klein took a leave of absence 
as editor of the San Diego Union 
to serve with Nixon during the 
former .Vice President’s unsuc- 
cessful try for the presidency. 
He since has returned to his jon.

A mazing Rascal 


*.” THE STRANGE story of Ferdinand Waldo Demara Jr., a 
@rt of genius as an impostor, is unfolded in “THE GREAT 
MPOSTOR,” at the FOX THEATER. It is highly entertain- 
“fag, ranging from the serious to the jaunty to the hilarious, 
*. with Tony Curtis playing the amazing rascal 
V4 with a bland guilelessness and plausibility, 
. granting anyone like Demara could ever 
possibly be made plausible. 

But the picture is not altogether satis- 
fying in that it fails to explain adequately 
the puzzle of what made Demara tick, why 
he went from one impersonation into an- 
" . It quite evidently was not for gain, He was not a con 
‘man. The picture tries to explain it as lack of schooling— 
~Demara, although brilliant, had to quit school in the second 
‘year of high school because his parents were impoverished, 
“It apparently was due to an overwhelming compulsion to seek 
‘Tpepgnition. Liam O’Brien, who wrote the screenplay, cannot 
-be blamed too much for this shallow tendency, as the book 
“by Robert Crichton, basis of the picture, also offered no real 
~@xplanation, Crichton having encountered nothing but double- 
talk in trying to extract his motivation from Demara. 

The film shows the young man in a half dozen imperson- 
ations—using the credentials of a university professor to apply 
for a Marine corps commission, spending a couple of years 
jn a monastic order after again posing as the professor, posing 
as a penologist and getting a job at a Texas penitentiary, as 
a Maine school-teacher and as a cop. And most famous of 
his exploits, entering the Canadian Royal Navy posing as a 
surgeon, using the identity of a real surgeon, and becoming 
@omething of a hero by operating on 19 wounded South Korean 
soldiers in one night, without a mishap, and saving the lives 
of several of them by such difficult operations as removing

FISHBEIN: Four diamonds. 
No problem for me. I might get 
top by passing, but will not take 
that chance, for I think I can do 
better with the cuebid. I will 
not settle under a slam. 


FIELD: Four diamonds. I 
know partner knows the vulner- 
ability too, but we can still be 
cold for seven hearts. 

KAHN: Pass, I hope my part- 
ner knows what he’s doing. If 
so, we have no slam and West 
will make only four or five tricks. 

MILES: Pass. If South had 
opened with one spade, North 
could not double a two diamond 
overcall without a fair smatter- 
ing of general strength; he cer- 
tainly should not double with 
axx Oxx $0J10987 &Jxx.

Woman’s Role in the Labor Market

NEW YORK, March 17 (UPI). 


MORE OF US WOMEN holds 
jobs outside the home than ever 
before, but the employer isn’t al- 
ways content with our presence. 

Frequently he finds we are 
more prone than the men to tak- 
ing the day off, to gossip, to be- 
having like a prima donna, and 
even to being neurotic. 

But most of them hire us on 
ability, not sex appeal; and most 
do not have the double-standard 
pay scale for male and female 
office workers, 

These are some of the findings 
in a comprehensive study made 
by the National Office Manage- 
ment Association. The associa- 
tion talked with leaders in 1900 
business, industrial and service 
organizations in the United States 
and Canada. 

As for sex appeal in hiring, 72 
per cent of the companies said 
“No” to the question, “‘Do you 
have jobs in the office where sex 
appeal is a qualification and 
given serious consideration in 
hiring?”’ 

Twenty-eight per cent an- 
swered “Yes.” 

Sixty-six per cent said ‘‘No,” 


33 per cent “Yes” and 1 per cent 
“No answer’ to the question, 
“Do you have a double-standard 
pay scale for male and female 
office workers?’’ 

The organization said it did the 
management study because of its 
concern with “the anticipated 
change” in the labor force in the 
next 10 years—a change which 
would see many more women at 
work, 


It did not go into the exact 
numbers who will hold outside 
jobs in the years ahead. But 
the United States Department of 
Labor has estimated the number 
in the United States alone will 
climb to 30,000,000 by 1970—an 
increase of 6,000,000 over the 
present record number. The de- 
partment expects that by 1970, 
nearly half of all United States 
females—except those in school 
or over 65—will be at work. 

The association sought to find 
whether ‘“‘Management will ad- 
just its needs and re-evaluate its 
practices for the hiring of wom- 
en over 35 years and give more 
consideration to . . .. promotion 
of female employes to super- 
visory positions.” 

Sixty-four per cent answered 
“Yes,” only 8 per cent “No,” 
and 28 per cent “Occasionally,” 


to the question—‘“Do you hire 
women over 35 years of age for 
office positions?’’ 

As for promotion, it looks like 


the odds slightly favor the men. 
Some 52 per cent of the com- 
panies said ‘‘Yes” to the ques- 
tion, “When a higher position 
becomes vacant, is it a practice 
in your office to give preference 
to the male office worker over 
the female employe, although 
both have equal qualifications?” 
44 per cent said “‘No”; 4 per 
cent replied, ‘‘No answer.” 

The association said job pros- 
pects and opportunities for wom- 
en had shown a “tremendous ad- 
vance over what the situation 
was only 15 years ago.” But its 
executive director, W. T. Cava- 
naugh, called womenpower “the 
largest untapped source of man- 
power” and said it would have 
to be used if management con- 
tinued to find highly educated 
people of supervisory ability. 

Eight per cent of the firms 
said the rate of absenteeism was 
higher among female office work- 
ers; 75 per cent said they had 
more ‘‘problem” workers among 
women, with their tendency to 
gossip, to be prima donna; and 
52 per cent found females more 
neurotic than men.

Too few, however, especially 
among the outsiders, had any 
idea of what Senior Girl Scouts 


do. 
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“We've been portrayed too 
much as a little girls’ organiza- 
tion,” said Susan. ‘The advisory 
committee recommended that 
more emphasis be placed on the 
senior programs.” 

Susan’s yellow patch on her 
handsome greén uniform indi- 
cates that she is in the general 
program. Elaine’s blue patch 
identifies her as a Mariner 
Scout, interested in sailing and 
canoeing. Susan has done most 
of her aide work at summer day 
camps working with children, 
but there are many other kinds 
of “aide” programs for Senior 
Scouts. | 


“Much of our work is voca- 
tional experience, through 
which a girl may decide what 
she wants to do,” Susan ex- 
plained. “‘For instance, we have 
hospital aides and a girl who 
does that may learn whether 
or not she’d like to be a nurse. 
We have museum aides, who 
work at Jefferson Memoriri 
and the Academy of Science. 
Some of the new programs 
starting up now include mer- 
chandising aides, aquatic aides 
and public relations aides who 
will work in those fields. The 
new programs sound s0 ex- 
citing, they make me wish I 
were starting all over again.” 


The girls did their interviewing 
after a training session with 
Joan Cummerton of the Scout of- 
fice and they agreed that she 
had been such a “tough subject”’ 
that the actual interviews 
seemed easy in comparison. 

“I was a little uneasy about 
talking to parents,’’ said Susan, 
“but one of the mothers I inter- 
viewed is a friend of a friend 
and later I found out she was 
scared of me—imagine.”’ 

The conference itself wasn’t all 
work. Susan also got to see 
*‘Music Man,” Radio City, all 
the stores, Greenwich Village and 
the United Nations, where she 
reinforced her ambition to ma- 
jor in French and work at the 
U.N. A senior at Kirkwood High, 
she hopes to attend Mount Hol- 
yoke College. Elaine, a junior at 
Cor Jesu school for girls, would 
like to become a professional 
Girl Scout. 

Mrs. Walter L. Thielecke, 
president of the Girl Scout Coun- 
cil of Greater St. Louis, in prais- 
ing Susan for her national par- 
ticipation, remarked that ‘‘be- 
hind every outstanding Girl 
Scout, there’s an outstanding 
troop leader.’’

THE ANSWER: 

Discipline is out of order in 
this case. I would certainly have 
his eyes checked by a doctor, in 
any event. 

Many times children of this 
age are distracted by something 
or someone in class in the middle 
of copying their work. Their eyes 
lose their place for the moment 
and copy a number before or aft- 
er the one in question. Your son 
is probably doing that rather 
than transposing, which is ac- 
tually turning a number around.

The examples he has done 
are correct which shows that he 
clearly understands his work and 
this ig most important at this 
point. Speak to his teacher, 
though. Even if there is nothing 
wrong with his eyes, a seat 
closer to the front might remove 
some of the distractions.

F, BEVERLY KELLEY, Municipal Opera manager, ‘takes 
pride in his long membership in that fraternity which still 
swears by trains as well as AT them. Bev says: “In more 
than 30 years of trouping (as a public relations man for cir- 
uses, hit shows and other theatrical enterprises), I have cov- 
ered well over 1,000,000 miles and nearly all on the rattlers. 
I have never missed an appointment because a train was late, 
and I have missed only a couple of trains—one in Omaha and 
one in Biloxi. Trains relax me. I can work on them and I 
can rest on them, and be detached for hours. Another thing 
that explains my affinity for trains is the natural partnership 
of the showman and the railroad man. They often work to- 
gether on show moves, theatrical and circus and others, and 
appreciate each other’s problems. 

“Before dropping anchor here at the Muni (Bev’s favor- 
ite spelling) I always felt that St. Louis had the best-served 
and. most convenient railroad station in America. It still is, 
despite the reduction of trains.”

ASSEMBLY HALL No. 2 in 
Kiel Auditorium has dark pan- 
eled walls, a ceiling coveréd 
with squares of plaster ginger- 
bread, a stage at the south end 
and 300 or moze folding chairs. 
There is nothing sinister about 
the hall’s looks, but each year 
at this time it becomes a fright- 
ening place to singers audition- 
ing for the Municipal Opera 
chorus. 

The manager of the Muny 
Opera, Bev Kelley, came into 
the hall. He tried to look as in- 
conspicuous as a tall man can 
in a dark topcoat and a_ black 
homburg. Kelley has ‘Theater’ 
on him and he carries it taste- 
fully and proudly but he was ndt 
at ease in the hall. He believed 
the 57 young women there had 
all the stage fright they could 
use and he didn’t want his preé- 
ence to add to the supply. 

Kelley looked around the hall 
and said, ‘“They ought to rename 
this place ‘Butterfly Hall.’ That's 
what these kids have in their 
stomachs, butterflies. I hate audi- 
tions.” 

He found a dark corner and 
sat in it, leaving John Kennedy 
and Edwin McArthur as focal 
points for the singers. Kennedy 
is production director of the 
opera and has been listening to 
singers audition for the Forest 
Park theater for 20 years. Mc- 
Arthur is musical director. He 
has been.listening 16 years. 

They took their positions, Mc- 
Arthur on one’ side of the hall 
and seated at a piano, Kennedy 
on the other side and seated at 
a table, and about 40 feet of 
open space between them. The 
singers were to stand there, one 
at a time, slightly in front of 
McArthur and his piano, and di- 
rect their song at Kennedy. 

The 57 women signers were 
opposing long odds and-knew it. 
There are 20 places for women, 
22 for men, in the Muny’s sing- 
ing chorus. The 57 were the 
first shift in the auditions; more 
would come that night and the 
next day, lengthening the odds. 

The essence of an Opera au- 
dition is keeping it short, and 
possibly sweet. The sweetness 
depends upon the singer. Mc- 
Arthur keeps it short. 

“Eddie, there are two things,” 
said Kennedy, ‘‘one thing most 
of all. Tell them about being 
stopped. And that we take the 
kids who came from a distance, 
first.”’ 

“Yes,” said McArthur. “I 
may stop you at any point in 
your song. If someone sings 
four more bars than you do, 
don’t feel slighted. Perhaps I 
was as impressed on your first 
notes.

“Now, first walk over and 
give your application card to 
Mr. Kennedy, then walk over to 
the piano and etand about — 
here, just a little bit forward of 
me, not so much that I can’t 
see your face, and sing directly 
at Mr. Kennedy.” 

McArthur and Kennedy easily 
and painlessly Had made walk- 
ing targets of the singers. The 
parade, from chair to Ken- 
nedy’s table to McArthur at the 
other side of the room, allowed 
both men to measure the singer 
for appearance and walk before 
she opened her mouth and gave 
a hint whether or not she could 
sing. 

They took the singers only 
from the front row, far side, 
of the room. When the row 
was emptied, McArthur and 
Kennedy ordéred it filled up 
again. The young women re- 
alized the purpose of the ar- 
rangement and some made a 
production of the walk, their 
heels rapping loud and clear 
across the parade area be- 
tween Kennedy’s table and the 
piano. Others tried to make 
the distance in a toes-only 
glide, muting the sound of 
their heels and sneaking up 
on the piano. A few stopped 
too short, 


‘*‘A little closer, piease,”’ Mc- 
Arthur said to the shy. “When 
you stand too far forward all I 
can see is your—uh, backbone.” 

McArthur had the manner of 
an experienced college dean 
greeting freshmen, aware his 
callers may know more than he 
suspects, probably don’t know 
as much as they think they do, 
and are a wild mixture of con- 
fidence, doubt, excitement, hope, 
panic and numbness. Also 
giggles. He smiled, greeted and 
made an at-ease comment to 
each girl. 


His practiced courtesies settled 
down the nervous ones when they 
arrived at the piano but the wait- 
ing on the front-row seats was 
painful. The findings were not 
conclusive however. One girl

stared at the high window in the 
hall as though the daylight com- 
ing in were the last she'd ever 
see, chewed her nails through 
the full 10 courses in a matter 
of seconds and then went back 
to nibble on the scraps, and 
gulped until her throat developed 
a nervous tremor. She was, on 
the evidence in sight, incapable 
of getting -out a squeak, 

When she came to the piano 
she beamed on McArthur, swung 
about easily, faced Kennedy and 
drowned him in a smile at the 
same time she let out a tuneful 
bellow that unsettled the dust 
in the ceiling. 

Kennedy, the singer's target, 
maintained a look of professional 
detachment. No voice, Helen 
Traubel’s or Andy Devine’s, was 
going to surprise.his face into an 
expression of final judgment. 
Viewed from 40 feet away Ken- 
nedy was a dispassionate lump 
of a judge but that view was a 
fake. When-a girl of good in- 
tentions, but a weak voice, fal- 
teringly .tried to make herself 
heard above the piano Kennedy 
the great stone face was softly 
singing the words of her song 
to himself, as though that would 
help her. It didn’t, but Kennedy 
felt better. 

Kennedy's set expression was 
strongly tested. Laurel and Gail 
Twombly, sisters from Chicago, 
rose as one and marched upon 
him, cards in hand: They said 
they'd sing together. Kennedy 
had not heard it done before in 
20 years but he nodded agree- 
ment. McArthur adjusted more 
slowly. 

“We always sing together,” 
said a Twombly sister. 

“There’s actions in the song, 
it’s for little kids,”’ said the other 
Twombly sister. 

“OK,’ said McArthur, as 
though that explained everything 
and he was sorry he hadn't real- 
ized it in the first place. The 
Twombly sisters sang. Later, 
privately, they said they’d be 
back together, or not at all. 

Neither they nor any others 


among the 57 auditioned in that 
group will know until May how 
they did in March. The best 
will be called back then for a 
final audition, unless they live a 
good distance away. 

“We consider Kansas City a 
distance, for instance,”’ said Mc- 
Arthur, “and we will not ask 
those of you who have traveled 
here for this audition to come 
back again for the final. If you 
are selected we will notify you.” 

McArthur left after that audi- 


tion, to rest his ears and come 
back at night for more singers, 
both men and women. 
and Kelley went on, to 
auditioning there for Frank 
Westbrook, the ballet master. 
The dancers went 
their motions, two ranks deep, 
a half-dozen to a rank, and occa- 
sionally broke across the stage 
in brief solo flings, as Westbrook 
directed.

“It's hard to find male danc- 
ers,’ Kelley explained.

For Travelers Abroad 


SO SOME OF YOU are planning a trip abroad for this 
spring or summer. I wish I were going again, too. But if I 
don’t have a trip of my own in prospect, I can at least tip 
you off to some recent government leaflets on the subject 
which are short, authoritative, and to-the-point. 


What inoculations do you need, and which do you 
NOT need? How iong does it take to get the required 
shots? (Depending on where you are going, and what 
protective vaccinations you therefore need, immuniza- 
tion will reach full effect anywhere from eight days 
to three months after the original injection. So allow 
enough time for the vaccine to acquire its full effect 
before you leave.) 


What may you eat or drink, and what should you avoid in 
various parts of the world? What about going swimming? 
What about children or babies, if you are taking youngsters 
with you? What are the regulations concerning pets? 

The Department of Health, Education and Welfare has 
prepared a number of these outlines and they are well worth 
the few minutes required to send for the ones you need and 
read them. 

General problems are covered in “So You're Going 
Abroad,”” which is PHS (Public Health Service) Publication 
No. 748A. In addition you may want a second one designed for 
the particular area to which you are going. No. 748B is “Health 
Information for Travel in Mexico, Central and South America, 
and the Caribbean.” No. 748C is for “‘Asia, including Japan, 
Indonesia and the Philippines and in Australia and New 
Zealand.”” No. 748D -is for “Africa, including Malagsay Re- 
public and Neighboring Islands.” 

These are all available by writing to Superintendent of 
Documents, United States Government Printing Office, Wash- 
ington 25, D. C. The cost is five cents for each leaflet except 
for the one on Africa, for which the cost is 10 cents. 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: My six-year-old daughter has had 
spots of darkish blue pigmentation in the whites of her eyes 
since infancy.

The rest of the letter outlines something she read about 
dark spots on the retina being associated with malignant 
melanoma, which is a rapidly-spreading form of cancer. 


What happens in the retina of the eye is of no 
significance from the average person’s standpoint, 
because the retina can’t be seen and inspected except 
with specialized methods and equipment, It’s done 
readily enough, of course, by eye specialists. 


The whites of the eyes, pr sclera, are entirely different 
from the retina. As to the blue marks in this case, there are 
any number of innocent explanations. I would say a visit to an 
eye specialist would be the best way of putting an end to the 
worry,

Audubon

KEY WEST, Fla., March 17. 

A KEY WEST newspaper in 
the year 1832, carried a note on a 
distinguished visitor. 

“Mr. Audubon,” runs this ac- 
count, “left here in the revenue 
cutter Marion on Monday last. 
This expedition has given him 
much satisfaction and added 
largely to his collection of speci- 
mens. Mr. Audubon is a most ex- 
traordinary man, possessed of 
an ardent and enthusiastic mind 
and entirely devoted to his pur- 
suits; danger cannot daunt and 
difficulties vanish before him. 

“During his stay here, his 
hour of rising was 3 o'clock in 
the morning; from that time un- 
til noon and sometimes even un- 
til night, he was engaged in 
hunting among the mangrove 

keys, despite heat, sand flies and 
mosquitoes. 

“On his return from these ex- 
peditions his time was occupied 
in making sketches of such 
plants and birds as he might 
have procured, This was not the 
extraordinary effort of a single 
day, but was continued for 
weeks. In short, it appeared to 
constitute his chief aim, as it is 
his happiness. The favorable im- 
pression which he produced upon 
our minds will not soon be ef- 
faced.” 

At the time of this expedi- 
tion, John James Audubon had 
already gained some fame as 
painter and naturalist; enough, 
at least, so that the United

States Government was willing 
to send him south on his expe- 
dition in an official craft. This 
could hardly have happened a 
few years earlier. As * with 
many naturalists, scientists 
and ordinary bird watchers, 
the great painter was im- 
pressed with the richness of 
bird life here at the edge of the 
tropics. He wrote his inipres- 
sion of Sandy Key: “The 
flocks of birds that covered 
the shelly beaches and those 
hovering overhead, so aston- 
ished us that for awhile we 
could scarcely believe our 
eyes.”
